In The Sunday Post recently appeared 
an article in which it was stated that 
the Woman’s Memorial Fund Association of 
New York had decided that the typical woman 

hilanthropist of this country is Mrs. Mary 

amilton Schuyler, the organizer of the 
Mount Vernon Association.“ Permit me to 
correct the grave historical error contained in 
the concluding sentence quoted, and to claim 
for my native state the honor which is its due. 
To Miss Ann Pamela Cunningham, a native 
of Laurens county, South Carolina,and a mem- 
ber of the distinguished family of that name, is 
entirely due the distinction of organizing the 
Mount Vernon Association, and of carrying 
this work to a brilliant completion. A woman 
of rare ability, eloquent and forcible, she 
united those qualities of head and heart which 

eculiarly fitted her for this lifelong labor of 
ove. To Miss Cunningham’s mother belongs 
the distinguished honor of having suggested 
the idea which her daughter carried out with 
such devotion, energy and perseverance 
that the nation was saved from the great 
reproach of suffering the home of Washington 
to pass into the hands of speculators and show- 
men, and keeping it as a sacred shrine and 
Mecca for her countrymen. Miss Cunningham 
was unanimously chosen the first regent of 
the association, and continued to occupy that 
position until a short time before her death. 
She appointed vice regents in every state in 
the union, and Miss Mary Morris Hamilton, 
the granddaughter of Alexander Hamilton 
(afterwards Mrs. Schuyler), was made by her 
vice regent and organizer of the state of New 
York. .

WHO WORK IN COTTON FACTORIES. 


She Personally Visits Them in 
Augusta and Atlanta. 


AN HONEST, VIRTUOUS PEOPLE 


Of Whom Georgia May Always 
Feel Proud. 


Some weeks ago, The Manufacturers’ Record, 
a most reliable journal published in Baltimore, 
Md., announced the fact that The Century 


Magazine, a sectional journal of large circula- | 


tion in the south as well as in the north and 
west, would begin a studied attack upon the 
cotton mills of the south. 

This attack would grow out of jealousy of 
these southern mills, which are developing to 
the world the increased advantages of the south 
for the general manufacture of their chief 
staple. Favorable climate, favorable location 
and a large supply of native help in these mills, 
alarmed the northern mill men, who have long 
maintained supremacy in all these matters. 

In Massachusetts and Connecticut they are 
already obliged to depend very largely upon 
the French-Canadians and the Russian Jews 
to work in their cotton mills. This labor has 
great disadvantages. While there are good 
people among them, there are also a great 
many troublesome and degraded --men ‘and 
women. . 

WAS THERE A MOTIVE. 

While the south can fill its mills with cot- 
ton from the fields where the cotton is grown, 
and where tlie winters are short and pro- 
visions are in plenty, there is so much less of 
expense, and so much more of protit to cot- 
ton mill men inthe south than tothe men 
who control and own textile industries in 
New England. Therefore, these northern 
mill-owners have become apprehensive 
aud alarmed to the necessities of their situa- 
tion. New England agriculture depends upon 
these cotton mills in their midst for a market

that so long as his work was done, be did not in- 


quire or care how bad the girls might be. The 
existence of separate homes is a rarity, even 
among the well-to-do industrial classes. The 
crowded condition of the poorand struggling is 


beyond belief unless actually witnessed. This 


brings with it disease, death, immorality, etc. 
Sewerage is lacking or defective, stenches of all 
kinds prevail in the poorer quarters. The neces- 
sariés of life are high and many of the poor work- 
ing women live onthe refuse of the markets. 
Among the foreign settiers the illiteracy is very 
great. 
Speaking of Boston, the same report says: 

The most striking feature of the home life of. 
working women in Boston is the great number who 
live in lodging houses. This is especially notice- 
able because of the large number of girls coming 
from the jsurrounding country places and from 
the British provinces. These having usually few 
or no kindred in the great city are forced into the 
lodging houses which abound. Such conditions 
necessarily weaken the whole of the home life 
upon the memory and the affections—they do 
away with the sense of proprietorship which even 
the poorest tenant feels in the house which 
shelters him—and they do away with that privacy 
which is one of the best features of the separate 
home. Many rumors were heard of improper pro- 
posals being made to girls when applying for work 
or entering thereon. 

Through the Georgia Factories. 

Turn from these official statements to Geor- 
gia factory homes. 

I went last Tuesday to the Atlanta factors. 
I went without warning or preparation on 
their part. I looked in the faces of their 225 
people. Of these, seventy-seven can neither 
read nor write; 158 can read and write. Three 
of those who’cannot read or write are between 
the ages of ten and twelve, thirty-five between 
twelve and sixteen years; between sixteen and 
twenty-one years, forty cannot read or write. 

And this is — 1 —— to be the Atlanta 
factory as narrated by the Georgia Cracker“ 
article, where but two out of eighty grown 
women could sign their names—and those two 
were colored. women. . Pray tell us why the 
remaining 158 persons were omitted? This is 
a sample of its unfairness and libelous pro- 
clivities, and for the truth of these assertions 
The Century assumes responsibility. 

Mr. Fisher, the agent of the Atlanta factory, 
tells me that among the younger employes 
there is a larger percentage who can read and 
write— 90 per cent, he estimates. Among the 
older ones he finds many who can do neither. 
This factory has no stores connected with it 
and uo tenements. 

Each and every employe gets its money in 
hand every Saturday night—their week's 
wages. Twelve hundred dollars go out of that 
oftice in that way every Saturday night to be 
spent as they please—for what they please and 
when they please. Each one’s wages is put in 
a small envelope and paid to each person be- 
fore leaving the building. Yet The Century, 
declares they are obliged to trade in the com- 
pony ane and never see a dollar of money. 

said: 

„Is this labor efficient, Mr. Fisher?“ 

„Very good, madam, was the reply. 

„Are they, as a rule, virtuous?“ 

Mes, ma' am, I believe them to be virtuous. 
I hear no complaint.“ Turning toa gentleman 
present, he remarked, It doesn’t take long for 
a lewd character to disclose herself, no matter 
what she is engaged at.“ The Atlanta fao- 
tory employs no child under ten years. Snuff 
dipping is almost universal, but as Mr. Fisher 
sald, ‘the northern operative pinch up the 
snuff, putit between the lower lip and the 
teeth. The stick is the only difference.“ 

Just here it is well to remark that tobacco 
indulgence is not confined to factory operatives. 
It wouldn’t do to denounce the snuff stick and 
glorify the pipe, the cigar, the cigarette and 
the quid. As a wise old man remarks, I did 
not know it was a crime to use tobacco.” I 


i think there are aj many. writers and 


critics in the United States, who aré being 
“crushed by culture.“ Still Iam not defend- 
ing snuff-sticks. 

The Atlanta factory having no tenements, 
its operatives must find homes where they can. 
I went into several of these homes. Two 
families I will select. Each paid $6 per month 
for two brick rooms each. In thé front rooms 
were sets of furniture, clocks, pictures, neat 
trunks and chairs. .The rear rooms had the 
stove, the dining table and dishes; fireplaces 
One woman had worked in a factory 
since she was ten years old—had come from 
South Carolina to Georgia factories. 
Neither her sister nor herself could 
read or write. One of them said: Wall, 
I jes’ reckon I’m bout as good as them what 
talks bout me. I had to airn the bread I eat 
all this time. Them's that can spare time to 
get schoolin’ can get it, but I bin a-workin’ 
all my life to feed my mother’s children and to 
get a livin’ fer myself. E I’m poor I’m hon- 
est—and I bet a dollar I’m ez good or better 
as them that vez I ain't.“ Her sister had two 
girls—one earned 80 cents and the other 90 
cents a day, on which they supported them- 
selves. I take it I saw about as rude a speti- 
men in that quarter as The Century would 
tind on an investigating tour. 

The next house contained a woman and six 
children. In reply to different questions she 
said: [I'll tell you the truth. I've been mar- 
ried twice. My three first children make our 
support. My husband was so tight on them— 
drinking up all they made—and doing so bad 
every way, I told him to go back to Cherokee 
and support himself, and my three oldest would 
support me and my three little 
ones, and he went, and I’m glad of it. They 
make a living for us but not much else; seven 
to feed and clotne and $6 house rent.“ : 

The Atlanta factory people are so scattered 
I could not follow them to their houses—so I 
drove to 54 N 

THE EXPOSITION MILL. . 

As I entered the grounds on that lovely 
spring afternoon the trees and plants newly 
washed by the abundant rain, the yards ‘well 
swept, the houses neat and clean, cows offtheir 
own belonging to many families, the best 
gardens I have seen this spring, my own not 
excepted, I said to myself, Happy the poor 
widow with girls who has zuch a home, with 
good pay and steady work!“ This mill is the 
largest industrial enterprise in Fulton county 
and is conducted by an Atlanta man as presi- 
dent, ex-State Treasurer D. N. Speer, with re- 
markabie tinancial success. Capital stock paid 
in, $500,000; surplus fund, 825,000. I-met Mr. 
W. C. Martin, special agent, who accompanied 
me through the mill. This is an 
Atlanta enterprise, the capital being nearly 
all contributed by Atlanta people. The Ex- 
position mills sell their 225 in every state 
in the south, also in South America, China 
and India. In the last few years they have 
sold in China several thousand bales of At- 
lanta sheeting. They have a company store, 
but they give their operatives full permission 
to trade where they please. Out of every 
$75,000 paid out in wages, the store never re-. 
celves more than about $3,500, and that is 
entirely optionary. ,

As 1 remembered how many confederate 
widows and orphans are safely sheltered in 
these comfortable factories I felt like it was a 
matter of rejoicing that they could live honest 
lives and enjoy such g homes. 

When I recollect the poverty and deso- 
lation of the past twenty-five years, the 
destitution in 100,000 poor farmhouses, 
the lack of education because of 
the state's poverty, recollecting also that they 
gave up fathers and husbands at the call of 
their country—many of them without a slave 
to fight for—I bless God that the great big 
majority in the north do not feel as does The 
Century. There are many noble men and 
women in that section who confess themselves 
amazed at our progress under stupendous 
difficulties, and I feel sure if they could realize 
the bitter poverty these operatives left behind 
. them to come to the cotton mills of the south 
ard examine into their condition, as I did, to 
see their present comfort and average pros- 


Perity, as Ihave done, they would join me 


in thankfulness that they were doing so well, 
and turn a cold shoulder to the south’s enemy. 
AMONG THE WOMEN EMPLOYEES. 


The Century charges that these female oper- 
ati ves in Georgia cotton mi)ls are wastefulland 


earnings on satin shoes and nameless gew- 
gaws. In these Exposition mills there were 
four women employes. I copy the following 
from a reliable source: “These four women 
were sisters, three of them elderly maidens, 
one a widowed sister. These four women, all 


advanced in years, work in the Exposition 


Two are weavers and two are web- 
The weavers earn, $6.50 a 
week, the web-drawers $8.50 a. week— 
thatis, if they lose no time. The combined 
wages Of these four women aggregate $1,560 a 
year, if nothing is deducted for lost time 
or sickness. They were poor. They had no 
one to look to for aid. But they worked 
—there was work for them to do 
and they had willing hands. They lived 
comfortably but economically—ha

They rose in the 
morning at 40’clock—went to work at a quarter 
past six—eat dinner in twenty minutes—and 
worked again until a quarter past six in the 
evening.“ The authority I am quoting con- 
tinues: A few weeks ago they bought a lot 
at the corner of Dillon and Exposition streets, 
paying for it $525. There were no time pay- 
ments; no interest; no notes; but they planked 
down the cash for the lot. Then they built a 
home, a nice comfortable fi;e-room house, 
‘which cost $1,250, and they paid cash for the 
house. They had the money in the 
bank, and have a little left for a 
rainy day, and they are still making 
and saving; happy in their new hemé— 
and enjoying themselves in their own way.” 
Here are the lessons which these deserving 
women teach!

a flood of sunshine, I thought as I saw the whole

The sparkling canal was even then turning 
many thousand spindles, and the outlay of 
Augusta to build this grand work for its manu- 
facturing interests is bound to be a handsome 
source of revenue for all time to come. 

As soon as my early breakfast was finished I 
started ont. From 8 o’clock in the morning to 
5:30 o’clock in the afternoon I’ breathed the 
air in those factories. I walked the length of 
their floors; I examined the work; I looked 
in their faces; I viewed their homes, and stoc 
at the noon hour and saw the multitude pour 
out of the Sibley mill. 

I will-give those factories I visited a glance, 
and then the readers of TRR ConstirurTi6n 
will see why I stand up in conscious right and 
justice for the defense of these factory women 
and girls. I plied superintendents and presi- 
dents with questions; I looked in the eyes of 
those women, and questioned many of them, 
until I was ready tosay I never was familiar 
with so unprovoked an attack as The Cen- 
tury has made on the white women in the 
state of Georgia. : : Ay

This is a magnificent mill beautifully lo- 
cated, as clean as a workroom can be made 
and the building was manned by a splendid 
looking class of operatives. 

From there I went to the Sibley mill. As I 
waited in the elegant oftice of the company 
for the arrival of President Sibley, Mr. Pratt 
gave me an enthusiastic account of the church 
and Sunday school privileges of their oper- 


atives. 


_. SUNDAY SCHOOL PATRONS: 
Four hundred Sunday school pupils in one 
school is not a bad showing out of 750 oper- 


atives, who are free to go to any Sunday school 


they desire to attend. Augusta has a splendid 
public school system with free tuition, besides 
a score of well attended schools of other sorts. 
About one-half the Sibley mill operatives are 
men and boys. No children under ten are em- 
ployed. The illiteracy of all our poor white 
classes is the most perplexing feature—born of 
the poverty of the people and the state’s pov- 
erty also. Connected with this mill 
is the charity known as the Sbel- 
tering Arms,“ where the mothers who work 
in the mill can leave their little ones, who are 
fed, watched and cared for day by day for a 
trifling pittance—perhaps 5 cents each. The 
company provides a splendid brick house, free 
of rent, for this purpose and charitable ladies 
manage the enterprise. 

Mr. Sibley built a church himself near by for 
the operatives, the company donating the land. 
lage e. 750 hands employed; pay out nearly 
$7, fortnightly in eash for wages. They 
provide splendid two-story homes, rooms below 
stairs renting for 374 cents, those above for 25 
cents per room per week. The laboring people 
were neatly dressed, had good clothes and 
were good-looking—some decidedly handsome 
women. As they poured out at the noon hour 
for their forty-five minutes’ recess they were 
as active as health and vitality could make 
them. Mr. Sibley droveme around among the 
company's tenement buildings, béautifully 
located, with shaded sidewaiks, all in easy 


distance of the mill and as nice inside as any 


manufacturing industry in this or any other 
country can furnish. 

It is a grand sight to look upon that thickly 
settled quarter of Augusta, with all these 
well-equipped homes for factory people, and 
see the care and humane endeavors of these 


they employ. 
Then f went to 
THE AUGUSTA MILL, 

the oldest establishment in the city for the 
manufacture of cotton. Some of their women 
operatives have been there at work for thirty- 
five years, some fifteen, very many for a 
longer time than eight years. The mill has 
the faculty of keeping steady,. reliable help, 
with its excellent homes, for which they only 
charge from 80 cents to $1.50 per month. One- 
third of their operatives are men. They are 
surrounded with good schools for the benefit 
of all desiring free tuition. The capable and 
obliging superintendent told me there were 
many contederate widows in his mill, who will 
draw a pension when the state can 
pay them. He pronounced his operatives, as 
a class, reliable, honest, virtuous and honora- 
ble. It was so pleasant to see his regard 
for those faithful employes who had clung to 
the Augusta mill during these Jong years. All 
these superintendents admit there are excep- 
tional cases where bad conduct may be sus- 
picioned—sometiines well developed—but the 

majority are decent men and women, God- 
earing and law-abiding. Their ministerial 
service t unite in pronouncing excellent. 
Most of these operatives make $1 a day, and 
their w ook- 
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promote the well-being of those 


old ac, laziness, want of thrift, and lack of 
proper pride in their clothing and appearance, 
as found in The Century. I can now say that 


T have cleared more than 2,500 Georgia opera- 


tives from each and every charge, as a rule, 
and at the same time I freely admit that we 
may find individual instances substantiating 
all these charges, in a few rare and exceptional 
cases, to be found, perhaps, in every factory in 
Georgia—though I was unable to unearth a 
single one. 

As I took m pee in ee train to- 
night, I thought over all I had seen in those 
four great manufacturing establishments 
during the day, and I was rejoiced to know 
that I had not seen a single face like the many 
caricatures that were photographed in The 
Century.as truthful types of these factory 
people. 

To Sum It Up. 


Now, to sum up what I have done as well as | 


discovered, I declare, and defy the proof, that 
The Century, or anybody else, can find in the 
mills I have visited the low, degraded, un-. 
kempt, miserable specimens of humanity that 
have been furnished to the world as types of 
Georgia’ cotton mill labor, through The 
Century’s columns. 

I declare, and honestly believe, The Century 


was afraid to permit an honest reply to appear 


in its columns against those unjust and unfair 
representations, because of its self-seeking 
justice. & 

I am proud to enroll my own name upon the 
list of Georgia crackers. I claim no royal 
birth or prerogatives, although Iam proud to 
know that as good, honest blood flows in my 
veins as anybody may claim. If the 
Lord bad not blessed me with more adyan- 
tages than these poverty-striken women and 
girls have had I might be glad today to earn 


‘my daily bread in a Georgia factory. It was 


not my individual merit that made me more 
tortunate, and I should esteem myself acraven 
and ingrate if I hurled a sneer at virtuous and 
honorable poverty. When we consider the 
amount of wealth these operatives produce— 
the — poten values they titude 
as well as policy should stand for their de- 
fense—for protection especially to character. 
A RESULT—AN OFFENSIVE PARALLEL. 

But a few days ago, there appeared in a 
Canadian paper an articlewhich drew an of- 
fensive parallel between the cultured New 
England women and the most- degenerated 
class of woman kind according to The Cen- 


tury, the degraded and hopeless Georgia 


Cracker.“ Already there is one locality 
where The Century article has ripened and 
borne fruit. There is no telling where the 
-seed thus sown has fallen. For fifty years to 
come there will rise up haters of the south to 
prove by The Century’s “Georgia Cracker“ 
article that slavery as well as unfavorable con- 
ditions of Georgia soil and climate had trans- 
formed a noble race into these types of degrada- 
tion and thriftlessness, and also with immoral 
tendencies.

We have no desire that her memory shall not be 
honored, and from all we know of her career, she 
is very deserving of a high place in the afféctions 
of her countrywomen.

Schuyler, we should not attribute to her dis- 
tinction which she did not deserve, nor have a 
monument erected to her for a serv;ce ‘she did not 
perform.

Events in this country for sometime past 
have been repeating this chapter of history.

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And the Scandal Caused by It—Séveral 
Strikes During the Week—A Murder 
Trial—Other Gossip. 


New ORLEANS, May 2. -I Special. A very 
ugly scandal has come out in regard to the 
new slaughter house franchise and the board 


of health, and is occupying the attention of | 


the attorney general and the grand jury. The 
indications are that gross corruption was used 
in an attempt to secure the approval of the 
slaughter house project by the board of health, 
and the chances are that all the facts will 
come cut and that there will be indictments 
against some very prominent citizens. 

The present Crescent City Slaughter House 


Company has a monopoly of the slaughtering 
business here, a very valuable franchise. A 


new company asked for a similar privilege and 
the right to locate its buildings 
nearer the centerof the city, which would 
have given it the bulk of the business. The 
necessary ordinance passed through the coun- 
cil, was vetoed by the mayor and passed over 
his veto. The matter had to go before the 
board of health on the sanitary question before 
it became a law. It was held up before the 
board for some time, during which some mem- 
bers of that body speculated on the stock of 
the old company, which fluctuated, going up 
and down, as it was believed that the board 
would approve or defeat the ordinance. Finally 
a paper was shown to some of the members, 
signed by incorporators of the new slaughter 
house company, in which the 
latter agreed to give three- 
eighths of the stock to those who voted for 
e ordinance. One of the gentlemen who 
the paper at once informed Governor 

Nicholls that there was some crookedness going 
on. The goverpor summoned a number of the 
members of the board before him—they are all 
his appointees—and gave them a vigorous 
talking to, the result weg: a defeat of the 
slaughter house ordinance by a single vote. 
The attémpted bribery therefore failed; but 
the attempt was so open, so offensive andjso 
scandalous that the governor instructedjthe at- 
torney general to at once lay the 
matter fore the grand jury and 
bring the corrupt officials to pun- 
ishment, The scandal promises to 
the greatest known here for years, for the 
trhee-eighths of the stock which was offered 
as & bribe will amount to several hundred 
thousand dollars in value. 3 
The strike of the employes of the sash 
factories and planing mills, inaugurated April 
ist, is ended, the old hands returning to work 
unconditionally. The strike was an ill-ad- 
vised one, and resulted in the complete defeat 
of the men and the practical dissolution of the 
unions whose members were employed 
in the mills and building 
The men demanded a reduction of the 
hours of labor from ten to nine, 
the old wages to continue—that is, ten hours’ 
pay for nine hours’ work. This proposition the 
mills agreed to. The men made a further de- 
mand that none but union labor be employed, 
which the mills declined toaccede to, and they 
went out onastrike. While this was on the 
hands N in the several building trades, 
such as bricklayers, carpentefa, slaters, etc., 
determined to help the will strikers by also 
leaving work, unless the employers wonld try 
to arrange some compromise. All compro- 
mises, however, were refused, and the strike 
became general, stopping work on most 
of the - buildings going up _ here, 
The mills an master mechanics 
got some labor from other cities, and a num- 

rof men deserted the union. The cotton 
screwmen, the printers and other labor or- 
ganizations gave the strikers some financial 
assistance, but they did not get the aid from 
abroad that they expected, it being refused’ on 
the ground that the strike was unauthorized 
by the central association. The money soon 
ran out and the men this weék returned to 
work unconditionally. 2 is a severe blow 
to several unions wh® were engaged in the 
Strike, 

Another even older strike ended this week. 
This was the strike of the ship carpenters who 
left their work six months ago. The issue be- 
tween the men and emplozets in this case 
was somewhat unusual, the men claiming 
the right to leave their work to get a 
drink whenever they wanted to. The bosses 
objected, and the ship carpenters asserting 
that they would not abandon this privilege, 
which they had enjoyed for half a century, 
left the docks and have remained out ever 
— until a compromise was reached this 
Week. ‘ 

The trouble over the unloadlng of the fruit 
vessels became serious this week and called 
for the intervention of the mayor. The work 
has always hitherto been done by Italians. 
One of the stevedores tried colored labor, 
when some of the Italians gathered around the 
vessels he was unloading, 1 
negroes so as to cause some of them to leav 
work, andthreatening to throw the stevedore 
in the river. Complaint was made to the 
mayor, who summoned’ the Italian 
leaders before him and gave them 
a piece of his mind. He said 
that if there were any more threats or trouble 
of this kind he would head the entire police 
force of the city in person, march to the levee 
and wipe from the face of the earth“ the 
men who were stirring up all this strife. His 
threat seems to have ag effect, for there 
has since been complete quiet on the river 
front, and any one who wishes to unload fruit 
vessels can do so without risk or danger, 

Mayor Shakespeare has applied to Governor 
Nicholls, asking the latter to demand of the 
state department the recall of Consul Corte 
for his remarkable letter to the grand jury, in 
which he insulted that body. 

The mayor is now Den- 
ver at the trans-Mississippi congress, 
— the head of a large delegation from this 
city. 

hi] Baker, who murdered Mrs. Nelson in 
so atrocious a manner some months ago, has 
been found guilty of murder and will hang. 
There was a great fear that he would escape 
justice, and the finding of the jury is received 
as proof that the recent excitement has had a 
2 effect on our criminal justice, and that 
t is being purified. 

The grand jury, ina supplementary report, 
points out one the 2 of the frequent 
failure of justice of late by showing that the 
officials surrounding the court have been in 
league with the criminals, and it has found 
indictments against some of these

attempting to bribe jurors, witnesses, etc. 
Some of these cases are now on trial; the oth- 
ers will come up shortly. It is hoped that 
when they are through with, justice will be 
thoroughly purified here, and there will be no 
future necessity for mob law.

A Woung Man Turns Up Silyer While.

On the dollar is the 
word Hispanola,“ stamped on the outside 
edge, surrounding two oe pillars with a 
crown between them; on the reverse side a 
woman's head, wearing a cap, with the date 
underneath. 

There is no telling how long th 
mained buried there, turned over an 
the plow many a time, no doubt. 

Mr. Maxwell's father cleared the land in 
1830. It had been previously cultivated, how- 
ever, and cleared up again. At the time he 
reclaimed the land in 1830 the site of an 
old dwelling, or rnde log cabin, was discovered 
on the spot, the home, no doubt, of some early 
pioneer who lived there when the Indians and 
wild beasts roamed over the forests. Where 
the house once stood trees as large as.a man’s 
body were then growing, but there was a tra- 
dition that a man named Williams once lived 
there who was perhapa murdered and his body 
burned by the Indians. . 

These coins must have lafn there ever since.

And how do these sacred biographies 
and profane history as well teach us that the 
grandest men of universal history fall infinitely 
below Jesus of Nazareth, who, after the flesh was 
doth the root and the offspring of David, but 
who likewise in no dubious sense was the “only 
begotten of the Father, full of grace and truth!” 


Of late years very much stress has been laid 
on the law of heredity, but recently Professor 
Weismann, of Germany, has made a vigorous fight 
against the transmission of culture from parent 
to offspring. Some leading scientists, amongst 
them Alfred Russell Wallace, have endorsed 
his views, and the contest will be 
sharp, if not decisive.

Profits and Losses on Silver. 

We have fallen on the following paragraph 
in Editor Brown’s excellent paper, The New- 
nan Herald and Advertiser, and it is inter- 
esting enough to suggest comment: 


While Mr. H. Jones is explaining the silver 
question to the readers of Tuk ATLANTA CoONSsTI- 
TUTION, let him also explain who would (in the 
event of free and unlimited coinage) get the dif- 
ference of 20 cents in the relative value of silver 
and gold dollars—the bullion owners or the gov- 
ernment? This may be regarded by Mr. Jones as 
a question of more or less inconsequence; but as 
the present silver dollar has a bullion value of 
only 80 cents, it is naturally a matter of some curi- 
osity to know what becomes of the other 20 cents. 
Does it go into the plethoric coffers of the silver 
ring? 


Here the idea is that free coinage involves | 


some sort of commercial transaction between 
bullion owners and the government—some 
sort of buying and selling. The white metal 
has been so long employed as a commodity 
for the benefit and profit of foreign buyers 
of American wheat and cotton (for which 
purpose it was demonetized by the republican 
party) that the superficial mind cannot get 
rid of the commercial idea. There was a 
time—just previous to the demonetization of 
silver in 1873—when the bullion value of‘ 
gold was less than its money value. When 
silver was demonetized, gold became dearer. 

Into whose pockets did the difference go 
into those of the owners of gold bullion or 
into those of the government? 

The suggestion in the paragraph which 
we have quoted grows out of the delusion 
that when the government coins a dollar out 
of 80 cents’ worth of silver 20 cents goes into 
the pockets of the people. As a matter of 
fact, the depreciation in the value of bullion 
silver, which has been brought about by the 
republican agents of Wall street, amounts to

The Northern Negro Question. 

The negro is all right; let him alone, 
says The New York Herald. This is the 
doctrine THE CONSTITUTION has been 
preaching for a good many years. We have 
insisted that the republicans, as 3 party, 
take their hands off the colored people and 
permit them to work out their own salva- 
tion. Beyond his vote, the politicians care 
nothing whatever for the negro; they are 
not interested in his welfare, and his real 
development is no concern of theirs. _ 

The southern people, however, cannot 
let the negro alone, Their attitude towards 
him must be either friendly or unfriendly, 
and it would surely be a manifestation of 
unfriendliness should they let him alone. 
The interests whith the whites here feel in 
the negro is not a sentimental one. It is 
based on intimate knowledge of his charac. 
ter and his capabilities, and only those who 
have this knowledge can be of real service 
tohim. The Herald, somewhat hastily and 
roughly, puts the matter thus: 

The white man can't succeed in the south without 
giving the same opportunity to the negro. If the 
one has a big bank account the other has a small 
one. If the white man grows rich it is because he has 
a large payroll, and his increasing business opens 
avenues of prosperity to the black man. The in- 
terests of the two races are closely interwoven and 
cannot be separated. Nothing short ofa miracle 
can furnish the south with anything but colored 
labor. And that miracle is not likely to be wrought. 
The fate of the black man is the fate of the white 
man. They must either live together or die to- 


gether. Any conflict between the two would bea 
calamity, perhaps an equal calamity, to both. 


That this, and something better, has been 
the persistent policy of the south is shown 
in the progress the negro has made, and in 
the prosperity that has fallen to his lot, But 


‘what of the negro in the north? To what 


extent does his condition and opportunities 


compare with those of his southern brother? 


This is a matter which The Herald may con- 
sistently take up and pursue. It isnot spe- 
cially a political topic, except in so far as 
it tends to illuminate the real attitude of our 
white republican population toward the 
negro. 

Strange stories come to us from the north 
as to the treatment which the negroes there 
receive in their efforts to earn an honest 
livelihood. Let The Herald take hold of 
this matter and give the country some thes co 
on the subject. 


An Interesting Case. 


The New York Sun has found an interest- 
ing case reported in the latest volumn of the 
American State Reports. The case, says tlie 
Sun, is briefly this: 


The prisoner, had been convicted of the crime 
of grand larceny, and sentenced to imprisonment 


at hard labor in the penitentiary for aterm of two 


years. Before that term expired, the governer of 
South Carolina granted hima pardon which was 
expressed to be “upon condition that he shall 
leave the state within Jorty-eight hours, never, to 
return.” On being releaged under this condi-. 
tional pardon the convict went away, and re- 
mained six years, after which, however; he was 
found again within the state limits, and was 
taken into custody and remanded to prison to 
serve out the rest of his original sentence. 

Upon an appealto the supreme court of the 
state, the legality of the order sending 
back to prison was as- 
sailed on the ground that the condi- 
tion in the pardon was illegal and void, although 
the pardon itself was effective and valid, Under 
the constitution of South Carolina the governor 
possesses express power to grant pardons in such 
manner, on such terms, and under such restric- 
tions as he shall think proper; so a conditional 
pardon in that state is clearly authorized, pro- 
vided the condition is not one which is forbidden 
by law. In this case, however, it was argued that 


inasmuch as there was no such penalty as bau- 


i- hment or transportation known to the laws of 
South Carolina, the condition that the pardoned 
prisoner should leave the state never to return 
was unlawful. The supreme court of South Card- 
lina, however, refused to adopt that view, all the 
judges declaring that they thought it quite 
clear that the condition annexed to the pardon 
granted in this case. was neither illegal, immoral, 
nor impossible to be performed.

Mercantile Trust Company, of New York, 
and, as Judge Miller rendered the decree 
of foreclosure, he appointed Mr. John C. 
Key commissioner to sell the road. 

At the sale Thursday, the property was 
purchased by Mr. Alexander Brown and Mr. 
Skipwith Wilmer, of Baltimore, for 81, 000, 000. 

When the auctioneer knocked the property 
off, it was generally. understood that it had 
been bid in in the name of the bondholders. | 
The purchasers, Messrs. Wilmer and Brown, 
however, announced that they had bought the 
road for themselves and their associates, ‘and, 
upon that fact being reported to the court, 
Judge Miller approved and confirmed the sale, 
and ordered the court to make the purchasers | 
a deed to the road. ; 

This was done, and yesterday morning Mr. 
Brown, Mr. Wilmer and Mr. J. J. Spalding, 
who was connected with. them, came to At- 
lanta on the 7 o’clock train. 

Immetiately after their arrival they met with 
Mr. Alex C. King and others, and at once se- 
cured a charter from Secretary of State Cook 
in compliante, with the laws of Georgia, incor 
porating themselves under the name of the 


Messrs. Brown and Wilmer then conveyed. 
the road to the new company, the Macon and 
Northern. 

The capital stock was placed at $1,000,- 
000.

It is generally understood that Mr. Gabbettr 
has consented to accept the position and that 
he will enter upon the discharge of his duties 
at once. 

In railroad circles it is generally be lieved 
that the Maconand Northern will be either 
controlled by or leased by the Central, or some 
other road of the terminal system. 

The road is now being put in first-class con- 
dition. The roadbed is — improved, the 
outs are being widéned and everything is 
being done to put it in a first-class condition. 

The history of the road is well known. It 
was built after a hard struggle by Colanel 
Machen; and was heavily mortgaged—that 
led-tothe change.

The most important of the partisan bills 
made possible by this eémbiné ar the 6ongres- 
sional redistricting measure, and the Miner 
bill that gets its strength from the congress- 
ional reapportionment. The state, accdrdin 
to its present political Map ge will elec 
in 1892 six republican and six democratic con- 
gressmen. By the Miner bill six presidential 
electors will be republicans and six demoorats, 
so far as the congressional district elections 
are concerned, but the democrats will secure 
one more by an amendment which political 
shrewdness suggested at a late hour. Instead 
of electing the eleotors-at-large by the popular 
vote of thé state, which is républican, Michi- 
gan is to be divided into east and west halves, 
for the purpose of choosing thie electors lat 
large. Eastern Michigan is democratic; west- 
ern, republican. So the Wolverine represent- 
ation in the electoral colle of 1892, based 
upon present indications, will be seven from 
each party, instead of eight republicans and 
sik democrats, as would be the case w it 
not for the slaventh-hour amendment. The 
Miner bill, therefore, will effecta half demo- 
cratic representation in national politics of a 
State that never before sent any buta unani- 
mously republican representation. Michigan 
is the first state in the union to return to thé 
old system of electing presidential electors by 
congressional districts. 

The redistricting bills affecting the state leg: 
islature will béenetit demooracy wherever it is 

ible. In general, the staté representati ce 
ill cumulates members in the la cities, 
which are democratic, while the rural districts, 
which are republican, are cut down in repre- 
sentation. he districts where Senators 
Brown and Wilcox, the unbending independ- 
ent patrons, reside, are each cut off one inem- 
ber, although other counties, where democratio 
advantage can be gained, which have equal or 
less population than Montcalm and Shiawase- 
ges Counties, are given two representatives. 
The reason for this manipulation is not simply 
to maintain tid Supremacy in the lég- 
isiature for its results on state government, 
but to effect, if possible, the election by the 
legislature of 1892 of a democrat to succeed 
United States Senator Stockbridge. The sen- 
atorial campaign has begun already. Senator 
Stockbridge, in political ; parlance, is “sawing 
wood“ for a re-election. Ex-Governor Luce, 
a republican of great strength, is hard at work 
for the plum, too; and, on the democratic side, 
ex-Postmaster General Don M. Dickinson, of 
Detroit, and Hon. I. M. Weston, of Grand 
Rapids, are the political Barkises.

1 TRAGEDY IN. GUNNISON, MISSISSIPPI. 


Conyiection of oar at 
Suicide of a Tailor by Jumping 
Into s Rivet, Mite. 


GRaRYNVILLB, Miss., May 28. 
terrible tragedy occurred at the little ttle town aot 
Gunnison, in Bolivar county, at 4 o'clock this 
atterncon. L. H. Buck was shot with a 
double-barreled shotgun and perhaps mortally 
wounded by Price Blanchard, the conten E. 
one barrel taking effect in his head and 

‘The circumstances which led to the aff 
are as followa: 

On Thursday, the day of the election, 
Blanchard was one of the judges of the elec- 
tion at the Gunnison precinet. Buck was, it 
is said, endeavoring to vote some parties whe, 
according to Blanchard’s judgment, were not 

entitled to cast them. A heated diseusgion 
followed, when Buck cursed Blanchard, and 
at the same time drew his pistol. 

Blanchard being unarmed, as was plainly 
visible, as he was in his shirt sleeves, said to 
him: ‘Iam unarmed, but I will see you 
again and settle the matter with you.“ The 
matter apparently cooled down and the elec: 
tion ended quietly. 

This evening Blanchard met Buck as he, 


Buck, was crossing the street at Gunnison and 


shot him, empting the contents ef one barrel 
ef the gun, which was loaded with large shoi, 
in his head and body, inflicting dangerdus 
and it is thought fatal wounds. As far as 
can be ascertained there were no eye witnesses 
to the shooting. 

Buck is a dangerous character. He killed 
Sam Glenn two years ago at Concordia with a 
Winchester rifle, giving him no show what- 
ever. He is the same Buck who fifteen years 
ago, with other members of his family, became 
involved in a bitter and desperste feud with 
the Warfield family at Laconia, Arkansas, ip 
which one or more members of the Buck and 
Warfield families were killed, Buck coming 
out of the feud with the blood of one of the 
Warfields on his hands, for which he was af- 
terwards a fugitive from justice, 

He has been engaged in several difficulties 
while in Bolivar county, Just twopyoars ago, 
when the editor of The Rosedale Review s 
Editor Hull, of The Democrat, at R 
and escaped ‘from the sheriff's „ he sought 
refuge in Buck's house, who kept t him from 
being taken by the officéra who had warrants 
for him, Buck pearding him with a small 
posse armed with Winchester rifles, The 
sheriff of the county, knowing the devormined 
character of the man, rather than have blood- 
shed, decided to let the matter f° and the 
slayer of Editor Hull made goo his escape. 
Buck was not only a fearless man, but was @ 
good shot, and always got his man. Atl 
o'clock tonight Buck was still alive, and there 
are but little hopes of his recovery.

Suddenly Campbell jumped up, grasped 
Mr, Davis, his counsel, by the arm, and im- 
mediately sat down. His face showed noth- 
ing unusual. The jury was then discharged 
with the thanks of the court. 

The jury did not agree upon a verdict until 
5o0’clock this morning. They were split right 
in two before that hour.

The 
week was very favorable for transplanting 
tobacco, in which rapid progress has been 
made. There are no complaints about the 
scarcity of plants. Wheat and oats are reported 

in fair condition.

WasHINGTON, May 23.—Abott a normal 
temperatuze prevailed {during the week over 
all the agricultural districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, and also on the Pagific coast, 
although it was slightly cooler in the eastern 
portions of the cotton region and in the lower 
Missouri valley.

Two Behool Cases. 

The state board of education had an inter- 
esting session yesterday. 

There were two appeal cases before it. 

The first case was that of Lucius H. Brown, 
colored, who was removed from his position as 
teacher in Macon county on charges of immor- 
ality and deserting his family, preferred by his 
colored political enemies, 

Brown was represented before the board by 
Colonel Jim Dupree and Mr. J. W. Haygood, 
while the other side was represented by Mr. 
Ben H. Wilkinson. The case wos argued at 
length, Brown’s attorneys explaining that it 
was simply an effort to turn him out because 
he endorsed Mrs. Annie L. Smith for postmis- 
tress at Montezuma when the majority of col- 
ored people wanted a negro named Hill. They 
also exhibited any quantity of evidence show- 
ing Brown to be a negro of the very best 
standing, and a thoroughly competent teacher. 

Commissioner Bradwell, after hearing the 
case, suggested to the other members of the 
board that he be allowed to suspend his 
former decision for the present, and that 
until he makes a final decision Brown be 
allowed to continue his school. The sugges- 
tion was adopted. 

The second case was that of Colonel J. 8. 
Dortch, county school commissioner of Frank- 
lin, who had been suspended without a hear 
ing by the county board of education. 

Neglect of duty and corruption in office were 
charged. 

He claimed thatas the county board had 
given him no hearing, his case should be re- 
manded back. f 

The state board agreed with him and ordered 
that until he be found guilty after a fait and 
impartial trial he shall continue to hold his 
office. 

The principal charge against him was drunk- 
enness. 

No Rain in Southwest Georgia. 

Reports to the agricultural department are 
to the effect that there has been no rain in 
southwest Georgia, from Marshallville down, 
in seven weeks, and that the crops are burn- 
ing up. 

Reports from north Georgia are that the 
frost there on the 10th killed the tobacco crop, 
and as a consequence there have been many 
applications for seed to replant. 


A Queer Position: 
From The Macon Evening News. 

That very ably edited journal, The Angusta 
Chronicle, sometimes displays the humanity of its 
wisdom by its weakness. 

In yesterday’s paper, under the caption of “Too 
Much Silver, Senator Colquitt,” The Chronicle 
presented a very readable and peculiar argument 
against free silver, in that it was an altogether 
new and novel one. 

It has always been held by the class advocates of 
a gold standard, who have always led the fight 
against silver, that free silver will result in mak- 
ing the United States the dumping ground for the 
‘silver of all other countries. Yet The Chronicle 
informs us that “unlimited silver means a silver 
glut, it means its departure from our shores, it 
means & contracted currency to that extent; it 
means the isolation of America from the com- 
merce of the world.“ 

The fact ie that the money question per se is of 
greater importance than the tariff. The News 
does not want to bé misunderstood, however. The 
tariff is, under all the, circumstances, the one 
great question. It has caused more evil results to 
our people and to our institutions than any other 
one thing. “Its pervicious influence has been 
slightly oppressing América for years. By com- 
mon consent its reform is the first great work of 
the democratic party, and that work will be con-

Yet, as before stated, under ordinary circum- 
stances the money question is the greatest of all 
economic questions.
